The Britons in the middle of the 11th century 
made use of their slaves as money which,history 
informs us, they denominated “living money.” 
The money of the ancient Jews consisted of 
pieces of silver, which were evidently not coin- 
ed nor stamped, bat in business transactions 
were invariably tested in balances and their 
value computed by a standard denomination of 
Jewish weight called a “shekel.” (Gen. xxiii, 16 

The art of coinage is accredited by the best 
authorities to the Aslatics,thoagh archwologists 
| are of the opinion that none of the discoveries 
| thus far made date within a centary or bwo of 

the original invention. The people who inhab- 

| ited the shores of the Grecian Archipelago, and 
| were extensively engaged in commerce and 
navigation, are doubtless entitled to the credit 
of carrying the art of coinage toa higher state 
of perfection than any of the ancients. The 
Greeks being a commercial nation, their system 
of coinage soon spread to Rome and penetrated 
Gaul or Ancient France and from thence to 
Britain, where it supplanted the Celtic money 
which consisted of metallic rings. 

The ancient Greek coins usually bore the im- 
ages of animals, and it was not until the reign 
of Alexander, of Macedon, that medallion por- 
traits of sovereigns obtained prominence. In 
ancient Rome, prior to the art of coinage, oxen 
or cattle were the current money of the realm, 
and after the adoption of metallic coins as a 
substitute, which was about the year 500 B. C., 
King Talinus ordered coins made of copper to 
weigh one pound each, and upon these to be en- 
graved an ox. Pecus, being the Latin for cattle, 
| these coins received the name of pecunia, from 
| whence comes to us the word “pecuniary,” as 

applied to finances. 

| In our next chapter we will define what mon- 
| ey really is and consider its uses, and thus pave 
the way to a thorough understanding of the 
subject and its relations to iabor.
